Shortly afterwards, the eastern 
side and the record room of the building were set on fire and 
the mob succeeded in breaking open the gates of the com- 
pound of the building. At this Shri Jha withdrew his force 
inside the building for better positioning. The mob allured 
th e Magistral and three home guards out of the building 
under the assurance that they would not be harmed But as 
soon as they went out, they were assaulted. Shri Jha called 
upon h;-, force lo fight its way out and save the life of the 
Magistrate and the three Home Guards. Shri Jha himself 
snatched a l.Uhi I mm n Home Guard and jumped into the 
irav single-h inded. lie succeeded in dispersing the students 
attacking the Magistrate from behind but the mob turned its 
fury on him. H c was assaulted with iron rods, stoney and 
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bricks. They even tried to crush him to death by running 
him over by a B.S.R.T.C. bus which they had earlier hijacked. 
The heavy assault fractured his elbow, but Shri Jha managed 
to escape with the help of a motor cyclist passing by. 

Shri Mritunjai Kumar Jha thus exhibited conspicuous 
gallantry, presence of mind, exemplary leadership and devo- 
tion to duty of a high order.

No. 11/2/76-CSII. — The rules for a competitive exami- 
nation to be held by the Subordinate Services Commission, 
Department of Personnel & Administrative Reforms in the 
Cabinet Secretariat, in 1977 lor the purpose of filling tempo- 
rary vacancies in the following Scrviees/posts are published 
for general information 

(i) Indian Foreign Service (B) — Grade VI; 

(ii) Railway Board Secretariat Clerical Service — Grade 

If; 

(iff) Central Secretariat Clerical Service — I.ower Division 
Grade; 

(iv) Armed Forces Headquarters Clerical Scrvicc-Lowcr 
Division Grade; 

(v) Posts of Lower Division Clerk in the Department 
of Parliamentary Affairs, New Delhi; 

(vi) Posts of Lower Division Clerk in the office of the 
Special Inspector General, Indo-Tibetan Border 
Police, Delhi. 

(vii) Posts of Lower Division Clerk in the Central Vigi- 
lance Commission; 

(viii) Posts of Lower Division Clerk in other Departments 
and Attached Offices of the Government of India, 
not mentioned above; and 

(ix) Posts of Lower Division Clerk in the subordinate 
offices of the Government of India. 

A candidate may apply for admission to the Examination 
in respect of any one or more of the Services /posts men- 
tioned above. He may specify in his application as many 
of these Services/posts as he may wish to he considered for, 

N.B. — Candidates arc required to specify clearly the order 
of preferences for the Services /posts for which they wish to 
be considered. No request for alteration in the order of pre- 
ference for the Services/posts originally indicated by a candi- 
date in his application, would be considered unless such a 
request is received in the office of the Subordinate Services 
Commission on or before 31st December 1977. 

2. The number of vacancies to be filled on the results of 
the examination will be specified in the Notice issued by the 
Commission. Reservation will be made for candidates who 
arc Ex-Servicemcn and for candidates belonging to the 
Scheduled Castes and the Scheduled Tribes in respect ol 
vacancies ns may be fixed by the Government of India. 

Ex-Serviceman means a person who has served in any 
rank (whether as a combatant or not) in the Armed Forces 
of the Union for a continuous period of six months and 
who has been released otherwise than by way of dismissal 
or discharge on account of misconduct or inefficiency. 

Explanation . — For the purpose of these Rules “Armed 
Forces of the Union” shall include the Armed Forces of the 
former Indian States but does not include members of the

(c) General Reserve Engineer Force; 

(d) Jammu and Kashmir Militia; 

(f) Territorial Army, 

Scheduled Castes/Tribes mean any of the Castes/Tribes 
mentioned in the Constitution (Scheduled. Castes) Order, 
1950; the Constitution (Scheduled Tribes) Order, 1950; the 
Constitution (Scheduled Castes) (Union Territories) Order, 
1951; the Constitution (Scheduled Tribes) (Union Territories) 
Order, 1951; as amended by the Scheduled Castes and 
Scheduled Tribes Lists (Modification) Order, 1956, the 
Bombay Reorganisation Act, 1960, the Punjab Reorganisation 
Act, 1966. the State of Himachal Pradesh Act, 1970 and the 
North Eastern Areas (Reorganisation) Act, 1971, the Con- 
stitution (Jammu and Kashmir) Scheduled Castes Order, 
1956, the Constitution (Andaman and Nicobar Islands) 
Scheduled Tribes Order, 1959, the Constitution Dadra and 
Nagar Haveli) Scheduled Castes Order, 1962, tho Constitu- 
tion (Dadra and Nagar Haveli) Scheduled Tribes Order, 1962, 
the Constitution (Pondicherry) Scheduled Castes Order, 
1964, the Constitution (Scheduled Tribes) (Uttar Pradesh) 
Order, 1967, the Constitution (Goa. Daman and Diu) 
Scheduled Castes Order, 1968, the Constitution (Goa, Daman 
and Diu) Scheduled Tribes Order, 1968 and the Constitution 
(Nagaland) Scheduled Tribes Order, 1970, 

3, The examination will be conducted by (he Subordinate 
Services Commission in the manner prescribed in Appendix I 
to the Rules. 

The dates on which and the places at which the examina- 
tion will be h;ld shall be fixed by the Commission. 

4, A candidate for appointment to any Central Service or 
post must be : — • 

(a) a citizen of India, or 

(b) a subject of Nepal, or 

(c) a subject of Bhutan, or 

(d) a Tibetan refugee who came over to India, before 
the 1st January, 1962, with the intention of perma- 
nently settling in India, or 

(e) a person of Indian origin , who has migrated from 
Pakistan, Burma, Sri Lanka and East African coun- 
tries of Kenya, Uganda, the United Republic of 
Tanzania (formerly Tanganyika and Zanzibar) 
Zambia, Malawi, Zaire and Ethiopia with the inten- 
tion of permanently settling in Tndia. 

(1) Provided that a candidate belonging to categories 
(b), (c), (d) and (e) above shall be a person in whoso 
favour a certificate of eligibility has been issued by the 
Government of India. 

(2) Provided further that candidates belonging to cate- 
gories (b), (c) and (d) above will not be eligible for 
appointment to the Indian Foreign Service (R) Grade VI. 

A candidate in whose case a certificate of eligibility is 
necessary may be admitted to the examination and he may 
also provisionally be appointed subject to the necessary certi- 
ficate being given to him by the Government. 

5, No candidate who does not belong to a Scheduled Caste 
or a Scheduled Tribe or is not a resident of the Union Terri- 
tory of Goa, Daman and Diu, or is not n migrant from 
Kenya, Uganda- and the United Republic of Tanzania (for- 
merly Tanganyika and Zanzibar) Zambia, Malawi, Zaire and 
Ethiopia shall be permitted to compete more than two times 
at the' examination but this restriction is effective from the 
examination held in 1961. 

Noth 1.— If it is found at any time before or after the 
publication of the results of the examination that the candi- 
date had already appeared in the examination twice and was 
thus ineligible to sit. in the examination his result will be 
withheld or cancelled, as the case may be, and further action 
taken as per Rule 15. 

Now 2 —For the purposo of this rule, a candidate shall 
be deemed to have competed at the examination once, for 
all the Services /posts covered by the examination, if he com- 
petes for any one or more of Services/posts, 
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Note 3,— A candidate shall be deemed to have competed 
at. the examination, it he actually appears in any one or more 
subjects. 

6. (a) A candidate lor this examination must have attained 
the age . of 18 years and must not have attained the age of 
25 years on 1st January 1977 he must have been born 
not earlier than 2nd January 1952 and not later than 1st 
January, 1959. 

(b) The upper age limit will be relaxablc in the case of 
ex-Servicemen, who have put in not less than six months 
continuous service in the Armed Forces of the Union, to 
the extent of their total service in the Armed Force increased 
by three years. 

Provided that, candidates admitted to the examination under 
this age concession will be eligible to compete for the vacan- 
cies reserved for cx-Servicemen only. 

Note. — The period of “call up service” for an Ex-Service- 
man in the Armed Forces shall also be treated as sendee 
rendered in the Armed Forces for purpose of rule 6(b) above.

dates inclusive) at the rates given below : — 

(i) Whole Life Assurance Policies — Rs. 33/- per 

thousand sum assured per annum. 

(ii) Endowmeht Assurance Policies — Rs. 25/. per 

thousand sumi assured per annum. 

2. In Ihe case of converted policies, bonus will be 
allotted to the respective policies as they existed on the 31st 
March, 1975. 

3. In respect of policies which resulted into and will 
result into claims by death or by survival during the period 
starting from 1st April, 1975 and ending 12 months from the 
date of the next valuatioh (both dates inclusive) bonus 
should be paid for each full month during which such polici- 
es were in force in the period starting from 1st April, 1975 
to the date on which a claim arose or arises, at the rates 
given below ; — 

(i) Whole Life Assurance Policies — Rs. 33/- per thou- 
sand sum assured per annum. 

(ii) Endowment Assurance Policies— Rs. 25/- per 
thousand sum assured per annum. 

The “Interim" bonus as above will be based on ihe amount 
of the sum assured on the date of death or maturity, and 
will be in full and final settlement of the bonus payable for 
the said period. Policies surrendered or that may be 
surrendered during the said period may receive bonus equal 
to the cash surrender value of the bonus at the rates re- 
commended above for such portion of the period as the 
policies were in force. 

4. Fractions of a rupee shall be rounded off to the near- 
est rupee (i.e. 50 paise or more being rounded off to the 
next higher rupee) while calculating the amount of bonus 
accrued under a policy.
